Partly as a result, Negro un- 
ionists from all over the United 
States met in Detroit at the end 
of last month to protest their 
role as second class union mem- 
bers and second class employees. 
They formed the Negro Ameri- 
can Labor Council.

Billy 
was sent by the i7th Assembly 
Council on Political 
Education. 

According to Billy, the dele- 
gates were just as concerned 
with discrimination by employ- 
ers as with unfair treatment by 
their unions." 

From his conversations with 
Negro unionists from all over the 
United States, Billy come to the 
conclusion that Alameda County 
has less discrimination in unions 
and job opportunities than many 
Eastern areas. But the situation 
is far from perfect here or any- 
where.

Latest installments in the 
Pabco (!) and Gil Hayes disputes 
were related by Dick Groulx, 
assistant secretary, to the Cen- 
tral Labor Council this week. 


Pabco is blocking the unem- 
ployment insurance appeal of a 
member of Paint Makers 1101 
who failed to receive his notice 
because his mail was being ‘‘de- 
livered” from his mail box to 
other addresses by neighborhood 
children. 


Groulx assisted Pete Cere- 
mello and Mona Long of the 
Paint Makers at the hearing. 

Hayes, Groulx asserted..,bit- 
terly, “is one of those parasites 
that exist because we need 
health and welfare _protection 
for our members.” 


Groulx said Hayes fired his 
employees last year when Office 
Workers 29 complained to the 
State Division of Labor Law En- 
forcement about bouncing pay- 
roll checks, The employees were 
reinstated but quit in disgust. 


Early this year, according to 
Groulx, Office Workers 29 found 
that Hayes was_ employing 
workers again and went to sign 
them up. 


Meanwhile, however, Hayes 
had signed up some Teamster 
clients and decided to bargain 
with them, not Office-Workers 29. 

In the recent talks, Groulx 
said Hayes has been making am- 
biguous statements to both sides. 


Don't believe daily press 
about railroad settlement 


Daily newspapers said the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginmen got 5-16 
percent raises, but this just 
ain’t so. 

Myrton Brink of the union’s 
Lodge 143, told the Central La- 
bor Council that they got two 
percent this year and two per- 
cent next year. 

But they lost cost-cf-living 
raises and the chance to enter 
further negotiations during the 
contract, Brink said. 

Brink said the erroneous 16 
percent figure was in an Oakland 
Tribune editorial. He said he 
makes $22 50 a day now and will 
make $22.95 after July 1. 

That’s 16 percent?

He believed the 
non-union company was moving 
its remaining inventory to its 
San Jose outlet. Three truckloads 
left late Thursday and early 
Friday. 

Big advertisements in San Jose 
and San Francisco papers an- 
nounced a closeout sale at the 
San Jose outlet last weekend, 
but Local 1290 had no informa- 
tion whether the company was 
closing out both places, or just 
the one here. 


The picket was kept on in 
Berkeley because one employee 
remained on the job. 


NO MORE BASEBALL 


A letter from S. E. Rockwell, 
business manager and financial 
secretary of IBEW 595, said his 
union is unable to give financial 
assistance to the Young America 
Baseball program because of the 
Landrum-Griffin Act. 


Rockwell’s letter said: 


“We regret to say that we will 
be unable to lend any assistance 
this year due to Section 501 (a), 
Title V, of the new Labor Man- 
agement Reporting and Disclos- 
ure Act of 1959, which makes it 
illegal for any local union to 
contribute money for any pur- 
pose other than for the sole ben- 
efit of the union and its mem- 
bers.” 

_ In answer to a question, Chil- 
ders said the L-G law prevents 
unions from spending money for 
purposes not specified in their 
bylaws.

High food costs ahead

Moderate-income families are* 
in for a summer of high food 
prices. Costs have been moving | 
up all spring and will rise fur- 
ther before supplies 7 
again this autumn. H 

This situation requires careful | 
planning and shopping to defend © 
not’ only your pocketbook but, 
your family’s actual nutrition. 
Surveys show that nutrition is | 
affected noticeably by purchas- | 
ing power. | 

Of course, there are pockets of 
poor nutrition among well-to-do 
families, too. For exampie, teen- | 
agers at every income level, and 
especially the girls, often suffer 
from poor nutrition. 

But money is the main factor. 
Low and moderate-income fam- | 
ilies are especially likely to suffer 
from insufficient calcium and 
vitamin C, a government survey 
found. That means they don’t 
get enough milk and fruit juices 
and fresh fruits, 

Here is a check-list of cost- | 
cutters that can help you buy 
the most nutrition for your food 
dollars this summer: 


1—Plan yeur menus around 
advertised specials; avoid im- 
pulse buying. 

2—Serve fewer and larger 
fourses to enable bulk buying 
and avoid leftovers. 

3—Cook vegetables in as little ' 
water as possible, but save any 
excess liquid—and that from 
canned vegetables — for making 
soups. Much of the nutrition is ' 
ih the liquid. Cook potatoes in 
the skin instead of pared, to pre- , 
serve food value and avoid waste. 

4—Buy the cheapest brand of 
vegetable shortening instead of 
the more expensive advertised 
brands. (They are all much the | 
same.) ‘ | 

5—Buy standard whole-wheat. 
rye and white~breads instead of | 
rolls or special breads. | 

6—Serve homemade desserts |

10—Buy foods loose when 
available, such as cottage cheese, 
sauerkraut and produce. You 
save packaging cost. 

11—Buy large sizes of canned 
and packaged foods instead of 
small. 

12—Use non-fat milk to sup- 
plement your purchases of fresh 
milk. 

13—Buy cheese off the loaf in- 
stead of in packages or jars. 

14—Buy brown or mixed-color 
eggs if cheaper in your locality 
instead of wnite eggs. Mediums 
are a better buy than large when 
they are more than one-eighth 
cheaper. 

15—Buy medium-size oranges 
and other fruit instead of tne 
large, specially - selected, more 
expensive ones. 

16—Buy those fruits and veg- 
etables in season locally; avoid 
costs of long hauling of out-of- 
season produce. 

17—Serve fish, poultry, cheese, | 
eggs or baked-bean main dishes | 
occasionally, especially in sum- | 
mer when meat is most expen- 
Sive, Turkeys particularly are in | 
heavy supply and will be reason- 
able this summer. 

18—Avoid heavy use of bacon, 
especially this summer when all | 
pork products will be expensive. | 
Nutritionists count bacon as fat, | 
not a protein. 

19—In beef, look for the more | 
economical cuts—chuck and | 
round. These can be just as ten-_ 
der and flavorful when broiled | 
or roasted as the costlier rib and 
loin cuts. Best chuck or round | 
for broiling or roasting has the | 
least amount of white connec- | 
tive tissue streaked through the

Cleaning hints 


Here’s an effective way to re- 
move those dark, ugly lines that 
pots and pans often leave in 
porcelain enamel sinks. 

First, wipe the sink thorough- 
ly dry, Then sprinkkle scouring 
powder over the marks and 
rub with a cork. When teamed 
up with the powder, the cork 
acts like an eraser, leaving your 
sink as Shiny as ever. 

To clean lamp bases of porce- 
lain, pottery or stone, use a soft 
cloth that has first been im- 
mersed in sudsy water. Rinse 
with a separate cloth dipped in 
clear water. To get into erevices, 
try a soft brush such as an old 
toothbrush.

Interest: isiassmaHy thought of

|for the loan of a fixed sum of 
| money. Thus $60 on a loan of 
, $1,000 for one year would be an 

interest charge of 6 per cent. 
; The catch in quoting “6 per 
_cent” on an installment loan of 
| $1,000 is that the loan is being 
|paid back each month, so that 
ithe person is not really borrow- 
|ing $1,000 for the full year. The 
$60 he pays for a diminishing 
amount of money out on loan 
represents, not 6 per cent inter- 
est, but actually something over 
11 per cent. 


The situation is further com- 
plicated by the fact that “6 per 
cent interest” on installment 
loan contracts may be quoted 
either on a “discount” or “add- 
on” basis, resulting in further 
variations in the true annual in- 
terest rate.

ON DECEMBER 16, Mrs. Nel- 
son appeared at a hearing of the 
State Department of Agriculture 
to protest a plan to allow weight 
tolerances on certain foods. 


Producers could have sold 32 
varieties of frozen foods up to 
one ounce under the marked 
weight per package. 

This means that a “12-ounce” 
package might weigh only 11 
ounces, 

The Department of Agriculture 
also proposed to permit a “tol- 
erance in deficiency” of one-half 
ounce per package of cellophane 
‘wrapped frankfurters.

This is what you won't 
read in the Tribune 


Despite the smokescreen of the Nixon crowd and the daily 
press, California's first primary since the end of cross-filing 
was a Democratic victory. 

Tricky Dick's advisors realized that he had to make a 
strong showing in his own state’s primary. So they staged a 
typical GOP-Madison Avenue type of advertising campaign 
which cost hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

Dick didn’t do so well, though. The big advertising cam- 
paign notwithstanding, he fell far short of the combined Demo- 
cratic totals. 

What did the Oakland Tribune and the rest of the GOP 
press do? 

After the election was all over, they told the public that it 
was a popularity contest between Nixon and Governor Brown. 
It was nothing of the sort. Nixon was, on election day, the 
only Republican candidate. Governor Brown wasn't, and 
still isn't, anything but a favorite son who heads his state's 
delegation. 

If the Oakland Tribune wanted us to compare party totals 
in ‘popularity contests,” furthermore, why didn't they publish 
the number of votes received by Democrats and Republicans in 
all partisan races? ; 


The Trib failed to publish these totals because: 


1. Democratic Congressman Jeffery Cohelan in the Seventh 
District polled 10,500 more votes than his Republican opponent, 
despite the GOP's get-out-the-vote drive. 

2. Democratic Congressman George P. Miller polled 27,888 
more votes than all three Republicans in the Eighth District 
race put together, even though an intra-party contest usually 
gets out more of that party's votes. 

3. Democratic Assemblyman Carlos Bee outpolled his Re- 
publican opponent 2-1 in the 13th District. 

4. Democratic Assemblyman Robert W. Crown beat his 
by nearly 5,000 votes in the 14th. 

5. In the 15th A.D., Democratic Assemblyman Nicholas 
Petris outpolled both a Democratic opponent and the Repub- 
lican who will run against him in November. 

6. Democratic Assemblyman Byron Rumford in the 17th 
District won his own party's nomination without contest and 
received 993 write-in votes of confidence on the GOP ballot. 


7. Edward R. FitzSimmons came within 2,000 votes of out- | 


polling the Republican incumbent in the 18th Assembly District 
in what was considered by insiders to be a low key campaign. 

8. Three Bay Area GOP congressmen from outside Ala- 
meda County—John Baldwin in Contra Costa-Solano, J. Arthur 
Younger in San Mateo and William S. Maillard in San Fran- 


cisco—were outpolled by Democrats. 
Outside the Bay Area, many encouraging things happened 


for the Democrats. Just to name two: Nixon's one-time cam- | 
paign manager, Murray Chotiner, was defeated for the Repub- | 


lican nomination for Congress in Beverly Hills. And New York 
Governor Rockefeller has pointed out the fact that not all is 
well in the Grand Old Party. 

But let’s not get overconfident. Let's launch the biggest 
registration drive among organized labor in the history of 
Alameda County. Let's have a hard-working registration com- 
mittee in every local union. Let's register every union member. 
Then let's get them all to the polls in November.

County, at all fire houses except in Emeryville and Piedmont 
and at the county clerk's office.
